A the Pope, on the 
Church Unity has been. the 
occasion of comment by non-Cath- 
olics, and of general interest among 
intelligent people interested in relig- 
ion, more especially in view of the ef- 
forts of v@rious Protestant denom- 
inations to effect some sort of union 
among themselves, and of the over- 
tures made by one of them for reunion 
with the Holy See. The conferences 
of a few years ago between unoffic- 
ial spokesmen of the Church of Eng- 
land (Anglican or Episcopalian) with 
certain Ctaholic Prelates, as well as 
the movement known in this country 
as the “Federation of Churches”, have 
focused attention on the matter of 
Church Unity, so that the Pope’s let- 
ter is timely, if nothing else. But it 
is something else, for the Holy Fath- 
er is at some pains to impress upon 
the world that the only basis upon 
which the Catholic Church can par- 
ticipate in such movements, or furth- 
er Church Unity, is that of submission 
to her authority as the Divinely ap- 
pointed Center of Unity. 
such a position, on the part of the 
oldest and most powerful of Christian 
bodies, is not hailed with enthusiasm 
by those outside her pale, yet the 
paternal spirit of charity which per- 
vades the utterances of the Pope must 
be evident to all who read his words.

rule of Faith. 

| When God commanded that 
the Sabbath Day be kept, He ex- 
plained that it should be a day of 
worship and a day of rest. It 
is essential, if this Command- 
ment is to be observed, that one 
day of the week be set aside for 
the services of the Lord. It is a 
matter of discipline as to which 
day of the week is observed. In 
the time of the Apostles many of 
the Jewish converts thought that 
all convertsto the early Christian 
Church should first become Jews. 
The observance of the Sunday 
and the discontinuance of the 
Saturday as the Lord’s Day not 
only commemorated the great 
events in the life of our Saviour, 
such as the Resurrection, and

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A PASTORAL EDITORIAL | 


HEED THE CHURCH. 


Our young people accuse the Church of being too severe 
and of restricting their liberty too much. Of course, such 
criticism does not come from those who have cultivated a 
lofty taste for things ethical and clean. But even those who 
have been contaminated by the lower standards of their 
associates, would have opportunity if they had their ears 
open, of hearing the Catholic attitude defended not only by 
Protestants, but by judges of courts, by sociologists who 
have no definite church affiliation at all. 

In the July 28, 1927, number of “Liberty” appeared an 
article by Judge Oberwager, a magistrate of New York City. 
It deals with the manner of acting and of dressing on the 
part of young women. His arraignment of a vast group of 
young women is very severe. and his scathing rebuke to 
mothers is very sharp. : 

But the judge says h@’speaks from experience with peo- 
ple whom he has had occasion to know well. His article is 
built up from court cases which he declares have been very 
common. He accuses young people of inviting the indignities 
which they accept by their conversation, their improper 
dressing and conduct. He says that their character may 
easily be judged by those of the opposite sex by the kind of 
books ‘which they read, and of plays which they attend. 

Our young people assume that the clergy must de- 
nounce such conduct as a part of their business, and, there- 
fore, they do not take the denunciations seriously; but they 
should be willing to heed the warning of this judge of the 
court, who does not speak from hearsay, and who can have 
no other motive in sounding his warning than to help moth- 
ers and their adolescent boys and girls. 

Evidently we shall be regarded as a people of low 
standards if we act as if we had them, just as we shall in- 
vite respect and consideration if our manner and conduct 
are eminently proper. No one can love the young woman 
whose conduct is loose. She may find those who will take 
advantage of her looseness, but they are not the persons who 
would want such a woman as a wife or as a mother for their 
children. Yet there are so many women who construe the 
attention they receive as devotion and affection. Remember 
the old saying: “‘Beware of enemies when they come in the 
guise of friends.” The ancient Latin poet understood this 
when he said: “I fear the Greeks, even those bearing gifts.” 
These constitute the moral wreck strewn along the shores of 
time, the ones who were deceived by appearances, and fell 
because of their own eagerness to have attention. 

It is too bad that we must again blame mothers for this 
evil, mothers who are too indulgent, and who almost thrust 
their daughters into the stream of laxity. They encourage 
their daughters to become attractive, even if they must go 
to extremes in dress or participate in recreation which was 
strictly forbidden to themselves. The daughter herself 
justifies her conduct, and convinces her mother that she is 
right, by replying that the girl who lives according to the 


lessons taught in the school room will be a “wall flower.” 
She cannot see how, if “they all do it,” it can be wrong for 
her. 

The trouble is that these youths think only of the pre- 
sent and not of the long future that is ahead of them. not 
to speak of the eternity where an everlasting yood time is 
promised to those who do not turn their backs on their 
Heavenly Mother and become utterly unworthy of being 
stvled Her children. 

The judge maintains that the world will be what our 
women are; that they have it in their power to keep men in 
their place; that, if they cater to the ones whose standards 
are iow, they will suffer, and, in turn, wil! make others 
suffer. 

Again, we would call! the attention of our Catholic peo- 
ple to the sound policy of hearkening to the voice of Mother 


Church, the very best friend they have. She alone can steer 
them safely through a world as wicked as our world is, and 
while steering them safely towards bliss eternal, She alone 
can guarantee for them a truly happy life here.

In recent years there has been a 
strong movement among non-Cath-

In the mis- 
sion field, both domestic and foreign 
this evil is more apparent, and with 
the gradual breaking down of the old 
doctrinal differences of Protestantism, 
merging into a more and more thor- 
ough indifferentism, there is seen to 
he no need for the maintenance of 
separate establishments by denomina- 
tions which no longer care very much 
for doctrinal distinctions. 

But the spirit of Protestantism is 
divisive, its genius is division, its 
force centrifugal, and such union as 
has been effected between two or three 


ample, in Canada) is more than off-

“We will 
never submit to Rome,” they say. 
Very well, we shall see to what or 
whom they will submit, for if there 
is to be one fold there must be one 
shepherd, if there is to be unity of all, 
there must be submission of all save 
one which becomes or remains sup- 
reme. When Protestantism has pro- 
duced a platform, a creed, a system, 
upon which all Protestants can unite, 
they may offer it as a substitute for 
the proposals of the Pope. Can they 
do that? If History: indeed repeats 
itself, they can not, and the Pope’s 
invitation will be seen as. the’ only 
practical solution of the problem of 
a divided Christianity.

cellence of humility is apt to take this 
more wholesome and rational attitude 
towards life’s little duties. Humility, 
therefore, is a good preservative 
against discouragement resulting from 
the acceptance of false standards of 
what is worth while, and a powerful 
help to peace of soul for those whose 
work is humble and whose daily toil 
is inconspicuous. 
A disastrous result of accepting 
worldly ideas and standards of success 
is the tendency to self-assertion and 
to seeking the applause of men at all 
costs. For the plaudits of the world 
are precisely what some persons un- 
derstand by success. In order to gain 
this approval men will strive and 
struggie, and toil and worry, and con- 
sider no sacrifice too great. 
That this is an unhealthy attitude 
and a false interpretation of the idea 
of success no one can deny. Vain 
parents sometimes deliberately foster 
in their children an abnormal family 
pride. The influence of environment 
tells on the growing mind. The child 
sees the mad rush for wealth and hon- 
or and power. Money and possessions 
are said to be the keys to all happi- 
ness. The one who has amassed the 
greatest fortune or won victory over 
all his rivals in society or business, is 
cited as the hero. No wonder that the 
urge to self-assertion and to capture 
dazzling prizes is developed in the 
child. 
But a person bent solely upon self 
and upon magnifying his own impor- 
tance and power, is an easy prey to 
fear and to morbid dread that he will 
not gain the coveted prizes. The more 
he is determined to secure them, the 
greater his anxiety lest he may be 
thwarted in his ambitions. He is apt, 
in fact, to develop the so-called “infer- 
iority complex,” a condition which 
will prompt him to all kinds of strange 
behavior and unusual activity in or- 
der not to be considered less efficient, 
less talented, less capable than others.

LITURGY LESSON 


Last week we told you about 
certain kinds of Church building. 
This week we will tell you about 
the different names of the 
“houses of prayer’ and why they 
are called such. : 

Churches are called high on 
itan, Cathedral, Collegiate, Con- 
ventual, or Parochial. ry @ 

_ A Metropolitan Church is one 
presided over by an Archbishop 
and may be simple, or primate 
or patriarchal. Remember those 
words, for we shall use them 
again with a more definite mean- 


ing. 

A Cathedral Church is one 
presided over by a Bishop and in 
which the bishop has his throne. 
The faithful should regard such 
a church as the Mother of all the 
churches in the diocese of each 
bishop. When the Bishop pon- 
tificates at ceremonies or 
pt all the faithful possi- 

le should be present. | 

A Collegiate Church is ‘one in 
which a body of the Clergy (or 
Priests) chants or recites the Di- 
vine Office in choir. 

A Conventual Church is one 
served by a body of regular cler- 
gy who are bound to chant or re- 
elite the Divine Office daily. 

A Parochial Church is one preé- 
sided over by a Parish priest or 
an Administrator. If the Parish 
is large it may be divided, and 
the chapels attended from such 
a Parochial Church are called 
“chapels of ease”’ or in this coun- 
try they are calied “missions.” 

The word Basilica means “roy- 
al-house. In Christian Churches 
it is applied to those Churches 
built over the tombs of the Mar- 
tyrs. Now it is regarded as a 
title of honor and may be applied 
to different Churches. 

_There are two classes of Ba- 
siligdas—major and minor. All 
of them are noted for their age, 
structure, dignity or privileges. 
The principal major (or greater) 
Basilicas are named after the 


four great Patriarchates:| 


Church of St. John Lateran, the 
Church of St. Peter’s, the Church 
of St. Paul’s, the Church of St. 
Mary Major, and the Church of 
St. Lawrence (the Deacon).
